The Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, as amended ("the Act"), requires that your
committee file a Year End Report of Receipts and Disbursements every calendar year.

1. If You Choose to Challenge the RTB Finding and/or Civil Money Penalty -
If you should decide to challenge the RTB finding and/or calculated civil money penalty,
you must submit a written response, including the AF# found at the top of page 1 under your
committee’s identification number, to the FEC's Offioe of Administrativa Review, 999 E Street,
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NW, Washington, DC 20463. Your response must be received within forty (40) days of the
Commission’s RTB finding, or May 11, 2011. 11 CF.R. § 111.35(a). Your written response
must include the reason(s) why you are challenging the RTB finding and/or calculated civil
money penalty, and mum imclude the faetual basis supperting the reason(s) and supporting
documnentaticn.

2. If You Choose Not to Pay ihe Civil Money Pennity 'and Not 10 Submiit ¢ Chalirngt
K yau do not pay the calculated civil money pemalty and do not submit a writfen
response, the FIiC will assume taat the preceding factual allegations are true and make a final
determination that Plummer for Congress and you, in your official capacity as treasurer, violated
2 U.S.C. § 434(a) and assess a civil money penalty.

Unpaid civil money penalties assessed through the Administrative Fine regulations will
be subject to the Debt Collection Act of 1982 ("DCA"), as amended by the Debt Collection
Improwement Act of 1996, 31 U.S.C. § 3701 et seq.

On April 1, 2011, the Federal Election Commission ("the Commission") found reason to
believe ("RTB") that Plummer for Congress and its treasurer violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a) for filing
late or failing to file the 2010 Year-End Report. By letter dated April 4, 2011, the Commission
sent notification of the RTB finding that included a civil money penalty calculated at the RTB
stage of $990 in accordance with the schedule of penalties at 11 C.F.R. § 111.43. The amount of
the eivil money penalty has been changed to reflect the actual level of activity of the 2010 Year-
End Report.

The FEC made a final determination on August 11, 2011 that you, in your official
capacity as treasurer, and Plummer for Congress violated 2 U.S.C. § 434(a), assessed no civil
money penalty in accordance with 11 C.F.R. § 111.43, and voted to close the file.

The confidentiality provisions at 2 U.S.C. § 437g(a)(12) no longer apply and this matter
is now public. The file will be made a part of the public record pursuant to 11 C.F.R. §
111.42(b). Although the file must be placed on the public record within thirty (30) days from the
date of the Commission’s notification, this could occur at anytime following certification of the
Commission’s vote.
